Iron  Curtain  has  various  connotations  in  the 
minds  of  American  citizens.  Few  of  us  realize, 
however,  the  menace  it  actually  is  to  the  free 
world  for  it  dams  the  life-giving  artery  of 
freedom,  information. 

FENCE  AGAINST  TRUTH 

Extreme  measures  have  been  taken  by  Rus- 
sia and  her  puppet  governors  to  actually  create 
an  impressive  fence  against  truth.  Yet,  cer- 
tain effective  means  have  been  taken  to  valut 
this  obstruction  and  inform  inhabitants  of 
these  oppressed  nations. 

One  champion  of  the  freedom  cause  has 
been  a private  organization  whose  headquart- 
ers is  in  Munich,  Germany.  Radio  Free  Europe, 
backed  by  many  outstanding  Americans  for 
six  years  has  beamed  true  reports  on  world 
situations  to  the  captive  nations,  despite  fran- 
tic Russian  attempts  to  jam  these  broadcasts. 

The  very  fact  that  the  big  bear  is  riled  gives 
support  to  feeling  in  the  west  that  efforts  to 
r each  the  sattelite  people  are  hitting  home  and 
deterring  the  Russ  efforts  to  control  people’s 
minds. 

PEOPLE  ARE  SIMILAR 

Basically,  people  are  the  same  the  world 
over.  For  Americans,  so  many  miles  from  the 
rotten  core  of  mass  brain  washing,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  be  a part  of  the  fight  against  this  Red 
indoctrination  system. 

With  the  great  comfort  of  our  soft  living,  it 
is  impossible  for  some  of  us  to  actually  believe 
what  goes  on  in  Russian-controlled  Europe. 
Some  of  us  don’t  care  and  others  don’t  want 
to  know.  However,  many  prominent  Ameri- 
cans have  seen  the  need  of  and  have,  with  the 
governments  blessing,  created  a strong  weapon 
for  democracy  in  Radio  Free  Europe. 

RFE,  besides  saturating  sattelite  nations

Many  of  us  would  be  shocked  at  the  con- 
ception of  America  had  by  people  of  Europe. 
The  word  “gangster”  has  become  part  of  the 
European  language.  The  average,  meagerly- 
informed  German  or  Frenchman  sees  only  Ca- 
pon, black  sedans,  race  riots,  dive  life,  gang- 
sterland,  oppressed  poor,  ogerish  capitalists 
and  near-naked  movie  stars  in  popular  litera- 
ture and  movies  depicting  to  fthe  European 
mind,  America. 

Americans  are  an  extremely  naive  people. 
We’re  self-satisfied,  conceited  and  usually, 
when  our  neighbors  overseas  see  representa- 
tives of  us,  they  are  inclined  to  believe  what 
they  read.  We  are  so  wrapped  up  in  ourselves 
that  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa  become  worlds 
away. 

Students  of  Brigham  Young  University  have 
an  opportunity  to  do  themselves  and  their 
country  a great  service.  Now  we  have  an  op- 
portunity to  nudge  this  aura  of  misconception 
to  the  other,  more  favorable  and  honest  sidfe.

Stu- 
dents have  been  asked  to  submit  radio 
scripts  depicting  their  life  as  members  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  as  members  of  the  Brigham  Young 
University  studentbody  and  as  Americans.

Quick  Change  . . . 

College  Life  Means  Adjustment 


MINNEAPOLIS  — (ACP) 
The  jump  from  high  school  into 
college  is  a rather  large  one  for 
many  of  us.  It’s  the  final  train- 
ing step  for  a young  person  get- 
ting ready  to  make  a place  for 
himself  in  the  world.  It  involves 
many  changes,  often  requires 
residence  away  from  home,  new 
social  adjustments,  and  in  many 
instances  a brand  new  emphasis 
on  study. 

Requirements  Strict 
College  requirements  are  nec- 
essarily srtict,  and  most  students 
find  they  have  to  •'knuckle 
down”  and  ‘‘burn  the  midnight 
oil”  quite  a bit  longer  than  they 
did  while  attending  high  school. 
Many  wish  they  had  spent  more 
time  studying  in  high  schoql  so 
their  adjustment  to  college 
would  be  a little  easier. 

Associated  Collegiate  Press 
decided  to  find  out  exactly  how 
collegians  feel  when  comparing 
high  school  study,  and  asked  the 
following  question  of  a represen- 
tative national  cross-section  of 
college  students: 

If  you  had  it  to  do  over  again, 
would  you  study  harder  in  high 
school  in  order  to  better  prepare 
yourself  for  college  study?

The  figures  indicate  that  many 
college  students  appear  to  re- 
alize the  importance  of  an  ade- 
quate high  school  preparation 
“after”  they  enter  college.  And 
in  addition,  this  realization 
seems  to  be  more  prevalent  a- 
rriong  the  men. 

Students  Feel 

The  problem  of  organization 
of  time  and  study  habits  is  per- 
haps the  most  important  thought 
in  the  minds  of  those  students 
who  feel  they  would  indeed 
study  harder  in  high  school  if 
they  had  it  to  do  over  again. 

Many  believe  harder  high' 
school  study  would  make  col- 
lege easier  and  thus  more  profit- 


able. Others  say  that  curricu- 
lum changes  are  needed  in  high 
school,  that  many  high  school 
courses  and  subjects  are  worth- 
less. Still  others  feel  that  the  at- 
mosphere is  decidedly  different, 
that  there  is  no  real  pressure  on 
students  to  study  hard  in  high 
school. 

Here  are  a few  typical  re- 
marks: “I  did  not  realize  how 
important  study  was  while  I 
was  in  high  school;  now  I know 
better."  says  a sophomore  at 
Lynchburg  College  (Lynchburg, 
Va.)  “The  transition  is  really 
great,”  is  the  way  a junior  at- 
tending Louisiana  State  Univer- 
sity (Baton  Rouge)  puts  it,  while 
a sophomore  at  Southern  Oregon 
College  (Ashland)  has  this  to 
say:  "I  would  try  to  develop  bet 
ter  study  habits  so  college  would 
be  easier.”  And  a University  of 
Nebraska  sophomore  coed  sec- 
onds his  feeling  with  this  re- 
mark: “I  feel  I did  not  learn  to 
study  properly  in  high  school." 

Soph  ^States 

A sophomore  coed  at  Chris- 
tian College  (Columubia  Mo.) 
states  matter-of-factly  that  she 
“came  from  a school  where  we 
did  more  partying  than  study- 
ing.” But  one  of  her  classmates 
puts  it  this  way:  “I  see  now  how 
little  work  it  would  have  taken 
to  make  good  grades  compared 
to  the  work  I do  in  college.” 

A Long  Beach  City  College 
(Long  Beach,  Calif.)  freshman 
coed  feels,  along  with  many 
other  collegians,  that  “it  is 
harder  to  study  in  high  school 
as  not  everyone  is  studying. 
In  college  it  is  easier  to  study 
as  everyone  is  in  the  same 
general  environment.” 

Some  students  feel  there  is  no 
need  for  harder  study  in  high 
school.  Some  noted  the  differ- 
ence in  study  habits  between  the 
two  levels,  but  feel  nothing  can 
be  done  about  it,  for  example,  a 
senior  coed  at  Michigan  -State 
University  (East  Lansing)  has 
this  to  say:  “In  college  you  have 
a study  atmosphere  which  is ' 


different  from  that  of  high 
school.  It’s  something  you  just 
have  to  learn  in  college.” 

High  School  Fun 
• Others  think  high  school  was 
too  much  fun  for  studying. 
Some  feel  that  there  is  really 
riot  too  much  difference  between 
high  school  and  college.  Yet 
others  think  the  change  is  so 
great  that  students  have  to  start 
all  over  anyway. 
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No  one  asked  me,  but  . . . that 
face  looks  familiar.  Wonder  who 
lost  it?  (It  seems  everybody,  but 
everybody  wants  to  get  into  the 
act  nowadays.) 

Understatement  of  the  year: 
After  purchasing  a 20-year  sup- 
ply of  unmentionables,  with  e- 
lastic  good  for  only  seven  years, 
a British  WRAC  (women’s  roy- 
al army  cocrps)  spokesman  ser- 
iously admitted  that  something 
of  a problem  now  exists.

Two  sonatas  of  Scarlatti,  and 
a Beethoven  sonata  demonstra- 
ted Fuerstner’s  careful  phrasing, 
clean  technique  and  carefully 
executed  dynamics. 

His  clearly  executed  trills 
were  a delight  to  the  ear.  The 
work  was  a wholly  inspiring 
sound. 

The  close  of  the  intermission 
brought  us  to  three  Brahms  In- 
termezzi. Fuerstner  did  not 
choose  to  infect  the  music  with
